3  SECTION  1.  SHORT  TITLE. 

4  This  Act  may  be  cited  as  the  ''Access  to  Medicare 

5  Imaging- Act  of  2007".

18  Health  and  Human  Services  a  report  on  the  findings 

19  and  conclusions  of  the  study  conducted  under  para- 

20  graph  (1)  together  with  recommendations  for  such 

21  legislation  and  administrative  actions  as  the  Comp- 

22  troller  General  considers  appropriate. 
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
